Ade,

He was 
78 . 
The end cam e a t 11:15 last nig ht 
in his ho me o n his 1,200-acre Raz- 
elden farm near Bro o k, where he 
spent his W inters. 
In failing health since Ju ne 3, 
19 43, fo llo wing a stro ke o f pa­ 
raly sis, the fam ed Ho o sier w riter 
had been bedridden since last May 
5, when he su ffered the first o f a 
series o f h ea rt a tta c ks which were 
to pro ve fatal. 
V irtu ally all ho pe fo r his reco v­ 
ery w as abando ned when he was 
seized w ith two o f the attacks 
Su nday . Tho u g h he rallied slig htly , 
he had been in a co m a since.

BROOK, Ind., May 17 — The 
world of letter* mourned today the 
loss of one of its most beloved 
figures with the death of George 
Ade, famous 
Indiana humorist, 
playwright and author. He was 
78. 
The end came at 11:15 last night 
j in his home on his 1.200-acre Haz- 
elden farm near Brook, where he 
spent his Winters. 
In failing health since June 3, 
1943, following a stroke of pa­ 
ralysis, the famed Hoosier w riter 
had been bedridden since last May 
5, when he suffered the first of a 
aeries of heart attacks which were 
to prove fatal. 
Virtually all hope for his recov­ 
ery was abandoned when he was 
seized with two of the attacks 
Sunday. Though he rallied slightly, 
he had been in a coma since. 
At the bedside when death came 
were members of the immediate 
household of the writer, and James 
R&thbun, a close friend and long­ 
time business associate, who an- 
flounced the death. 
Ade was a contemporary and 
close friend of Jam es Whitcomb 
Riley, Booth Tarkington, John T 
McCutcheon and Meredith Nichol­ 
son, who also were Hoosier liter­ 
ary giants of that period, Ade’s 
greatest fame came during the 
“golden era” of Indiana literary 
men early in the 20th century. 
To the man on the street, Ade 
perhaps was best known for his 
"Fables In Slang.”

The hou se of representatives ways and 
means committee has rejected the Treas­ 
u ry’s recommendation to set the figu re at 
260 billions, favoring a 240 billion figu re 
instead. Why they balked at the higher 
amou nt is not clear u nless they think the 
war is so near over that another 20 bil­ 
lions wron’t be needed. 
The proposed new debt limit, which­ 
ev er figu re is adopted, will be arou nd a 
qu arter of a trillion dollars. It is the first 
time that trillions have been mentioned in 
government finance. If in 189 0 the con­ 
gressional ex penditu re of a billion dollars 
w’as ex cu sed on the grou nd that “this is a 
billion dollar cou ntry,” then today, if it 
takes a trillion dollars to pu t Hitler and 
Hirohito ou t of bu siness, this will be a tril­ 
lion dollar cou ntry—the first in history.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Value of Cereals i n Di et 


By LO GA N C L E N D E N IN G , M. I). 
“AND VV HERE,” cried Boswell, 
in one of his rare recorded ou t­ 
bu rsts of independence, “will you 
find su ch horses and su ch m en?” 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
qu estions of general interest 
only, and then only throu gh 
his colu mn. 


This was in response to Dr. John­ 
son’s sneer that oats were given to 
horses in England, bu t in Scotland 
were food for men. Oh, mairzy- 
aoats and Scotzedoats! 
Porridge, indeed, was for long 
the staple, if not the sole article 
of the Scotch diet. And cereals, 
su ch as the oats of porridge, have 
in many lands been the mainstay 
of hu man fu el. The maize, or 
Indian corn, of the Mex ican and 
Central American popu lation is 
an ex ample, as well as the rice 
diet of the Oriental, the millet of 
Negroes of the u pper Nile. Wheat 
in the form of bread is the staff of 
life. 
From the botanists’ point of 
view the cereals belong to the 
grasses. In Palestine I have seen 
wild wheat growing on the hill­ 
sides. That was a great day for 
mankind when some wistfu l Ori­ 
ental innovator decided to plow a 
plot of grou nd and sow the seeds 
of the wild wheat, so that he cou ld 
have it all in one place and gather 
his winter su pply easily instead of 
wandering over the cou ntryside 
depending on the accidental bou n­ 
ty of Natu re. 
Widely Used By Man 
W hat virtu es have these cereals 
that they have become the main or 
the sole diet of mankind in so 
many parts of the world? 
To begin with they have plenty 
of protein, and protein is the bu ild­ 
ing block of living stru ctu re. Any 
complete food mu st have protein. 
The protein molecu le is made u p of 
amino-acids. There are many of 
these, bu t IO have been fou nd to 
be absolu tely indispensable. We 
know their names and stru ctu res. 
They have never been synthesized 
in any chemical laboratory. We 
mu st depend on Natu re for them. 
Nine of them are necessary to 
maintain life and one, arginine, is 
necessary for growth. 
The proteins of the cereals are 
classified as partially complete. 
They will maintain life, bu t not 
growth. The gliadin protein of 
wheat is in this class, also the hor- 
dein of barley, and the prolamin 
of rye. The zein protein of corn is 
incapable of maintaining life or 
growth if fed as the sole protein. 
In people who live ex clu sively on a 
cereal they begin to do so only in 
early adu lt life. The milk they get 
in infancy and childhood su pplies 
the growth factor to start them 
off: after growth is finished they 
can live withou t it—if their pro­ 
tein contains the other factors. 


Cereal grains are qu ite complete 
in other ways as foods. They have 
plenty of starch and some fat to 
su pply fu el. They are qu ite rich 
in minerals. Oats have calciu m 
(.08), phosphoru s (.365) , su lphu r 
(.19 ), and iron (.003). Wheat has 
calciu m (.05), phosphoru s (.10), 
su lphu r (.05), and iron (.0009 ). 
The figu res represent basic per­ 
centages. Notice how mu ch richer 
in mineral content oatmeal wou ld 
be than bread. 
As to vitamins, they are all lack­ 
ing in C. The Orientals mu st su p­ 
plement their rice diet with fresh 
fru its or greens in order to avoid 
scu rvy. Bu t they are strong in B 
vitamin, althou gh it is largely in 
the hu sk. The widespread occu r­ 
rence of the Vitamin B deficiency 
disease, beri-beri, or neu ritis in 
Java and Japan, was du e to the 
habit many O r i e n t a l people 
acqu ired of polishing the rice, 
which resu lted in removing th* 
shell. The cereals have some G vi­ 
tamin which prevents pellagra, 
almost no A vitamin. 
" 
Oats is a fine breakfast dish be­ 
cau se it is the most nu tritiou s of 
all cereals, being pecu liarly rich 
in fat. Rolling oats is a very ad­ 
vantageou s procedu re, becau se it 
ru ptu res the cell walls, and flat­ 
tens the grains ou t so that they are 
more easily softened by cooking. 
It also alters the fat so that it is 
less likely to become rancid and 
preserves the natu ral flavor of th* 
grain.

glasses, etc., becau se the viru s does 
not live for any length of tim* 
away from hu man tissu e. You can 
catch it only from another person. 


Pu zzled: What cau ses Alopecia 
Areata and is there any cu re for 
it? I have been told there is no 
cu re. 
Answer: Alopecia Areata con­ 
sists of patchy spots of complete 
baldness. The cau se is u nknown. 
The tendency is for spontaneou s 
recovery and no treatment is nec­ 
essary.

FORRESTAL APPOINTMENT 
W A SH IN G T O N — The President some- 
times has been described as vindictive 
and unrelenting toward a foe whenever he 
gets the “old Dutch up.” To some extent, 
this is true. Some who have crossed wires 
sharply with the President are never for­ 
given nor forgotten. 
On the other hand, he has shown re­ 
markable streaks of forgiveness. Most not­ 
able recent example is the case of new Sec- 
retary of the Navy Forrestal. Very few 
people know' of an incident which occurred 
a little over a year ago at Forrestal’s 
Georgetown mansion. But the President 
did. 
The General Electric company has de­ 
veloped a new listening device, on the 
principle of a dictaphone, by which outside 
parties can pick up conversations as far 
away as three miles. The device is ex­ 
tremely sensitive and does not need to 
have a dictaphone planted inside the room 
where the conversation is taking place. 
General Electric’s ex-pre3ident, Char­ 
ley Wilson, efficient vice-chajjman of the 
War Production Board, happened to have 
•f these devices and, one night, he 
and took up with the followers of Father 
Coughlin. In 1936 he supported for Pres­ 
ident the Coughlinite candidate (remem­ 
ber his name?). In 1910, as a candidate for 
renomination, he ran third. 
This month he ran for governor, and 
was again defeated by a wide margin. He 
is older now’ than when he first broke into 
politics, and may be wiser, but is also 
probably less glamorous. For the moment, 
h e looks like the stick of the rocket. But 


h e may yet recover.

In fact, the criticism of the commander- 
in-chief was so vigorous, and plans for 
Army-Navy taking over of the War Pro­ 
duction Board were hatched in such de­ 
tail, that Wilson and Donald Nelson took 
a transcript of the conversation down to 
the White House. 
The Pre ‘sident seemed to enjoy the 
story. His chief comment was: “Lock up 
that transcript in a safe and keep it there. 
Somebody will try to steal it.” 
Five copies were made and locked up. 
But since then, the President has spent a 
whole month at the South Carolina home 
of his friend and critic, Bernie Baruch. And 
despite the fact that the press has reported 
Forrestal talking to GOP senators about 
his lining up with a prospective COP Pres­ 
idential candidate, FDR has now* appointed 
Forrestal secretary of the navy. 
Note—One old feud which once caused 
real bitterness was between Al Smith and 
the President. Smith attacked FDR for 
years. The two former friends were con­ 
sidered die-hard enemies. But recently, 
when Mrs. Smith died, the President sent

• W A SHIN GTO N —Our war prisoner cam ps—w hat are they Uke? 
Are they country clubs or dungeons? 
W hat are we doing with our German prisoners of w ar? Are we 
am iable coddlers or m ilitary tyrants? 
The German captive in the United States Army camp—how does 
he look? Is he broken In spirit, sullen, ferocious? Does he work or 
does he leaf? 
The word “prisoner” Is an ugly word. It makes you think of other 
ugly words—of “shackled,” “violent,” “tortured,” 
“desperate.” Do such words describe the German 
prisoner of war under United States m ilitary re­ 
straint ? 
The 1929 treaty of Geneva made under the guid­ 
ance of the International Red Cross—w hat does it 
guarantee for the war prisoner? What are the Nazis doing with the 
U nited S tates soldiers in the German prisoner cam ps? 
These are questions every American Is beginning to ask as the 
num ber of captive soldiers enlarges dally by hundreds and the war 
prisoner cam ps spread throughout this country until their number is 
already in excess of IOO. As the war grows more intense the Ameri­ 
can asks the questions with increasing anxiety. 
I have been eager to find out for myself, as far as the w ar depart­ 
m ent could properly permit, a reasonable answer to this w ar prob­ 
lem. I should like some day to see the camps for Italian and Japanese 
w ar prisoners. 
Since at this moment that is impossible for me, I quickly accepted 
UM invitation of the general in command of the Third Corps area to 
visit two German war prisoner camps—one at F ort Lee and the other 
a t F ort P ic k e tt 
In this and several succeeding columns I shah try to give an hon­ 
est picture of the camps and the prisoners as I saw them last week. 


# “W HENEVER I SEE A GERMAN prisoner of war, I see not a 
Germ an aristae* of war hut an Am *nran ar>i.h*r in a German prison 


camp, ’ Col. Philip K. Moisan, in command of the w ar prisoner camp 
at Fort Lee was speaking. We sat in Colonel Molsan*s adm inistrative 
office in the low, wooden barracks just outside the stockade which 
houses about 900 German w ar prisoners. 
"And I know,” Colonel Moisan, a slender, serious fellow, added 
earnestly, “that upon our treatm ent of the German w ar prisoner 
deper. .3 the German treatm ent of the United S tates w ar prisoner. 
Some people may say we are kind to our w ar prisoners. I say, leave 
out the word ’kind.’ Substitute the word ’fair.' Then you have our 
altitude toward the men the w ar has put In our charge.” 
At this point in our conversation, a young officer came to an­ 
nounce: “The PW * are coming back from outside work, sir. If your 
g u ilts would like to see them, they m ight step outside, sir.” 
As we walked tow’ard the barracks door, the colonel warned: “You 
underhand that you are not perm itted to speak to the prisonera 
Do not let them think you are m aking sport of them as they pas- by. 
I 
> aren’t criminals, you know. They are captured soldiers and 
en 1 tied to decent treatm ent as long as they obey our rules.” 
* 
V, e were now standing a few feet from the stockade and the dou­ 
ble fence of wire which separates th# w ar prisoner barracks from 
t/ie rest of the open camp. A long procession of Army trucks was 
coming slowly down the camp road. 
Husky young men in dark blue fatigue clothes w ith “PW ” In large 
white letters marked on the back of their blouses and pants were 
springing from the trucks. The trucks w’ere moving in companies of 
two. In the forward truck rode about 16 PW ’s and one United States 
guard with a loaded carbine in his hand. 
In the second truck rode no prisoners. Only a United States guard 
w ith carbine in position, covering the truck ahead In case a PW 
should jump out and attem pt to escape. 
Aa the PW ’s alighted at the stockade entrance they autom atically 
fell Into a double line Imd m arched In perfect ca­ 
dence, quite without direction, through the first gate 
into the stockade. While they stood in the specs 
between the first and second gats, guards searched 
each man for concealed weapons. 
Truckload after truckload let out Its cargo of pris­ 
oners, returning now not from a battle field but from work projects 
throughoiit Camp Lee and In the neighborhood adjoining. As the 
a caught the glance of Colonel Moisan they brought their heels 
quickly together and raised right hands in a sharp ssluts. Colonel 
Moisan and the officers with him returned the ssluts.

Value of Cereals in Diet

"AND W HERE,” cried Boswell, 
in one of his rare recorded out­ 
bursts of independence, “ will you 
find such horses and such m en?” 


Dr. Clendenin* will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


This was in response to Dr. John­ 
son’s sneer th at oats were given to 
horses in England, but in Scotland 
were food for men. Oh, mairzy- 
aoats and Scotzedoats! 
Porridge, indeed, was for long 
the staple, if not the sole article 
of the Scotch d ie t And cereals, 
such as the oats of porridge, have 
in many lands been the mainstay 
of human fuel. 
The maize, or 
Indian corn, of th* Mexican and 
Central American population is 
an example, as well as the rice 
diet of the Oriental, the millet of 
Negroes of the upper Nile. W heat 
in the form of bread is the staff of 
life. 
From the botanists’ point of 
view the cereals belong to the 
grasses. In Palestine I have seen 
wild wheat growing on the hill­ 
sides. T hat was a great day for 
mankind when some wistful O ri­ 
ental innovator decided to plow a 
plot of ground and sow the seeds 
of the wild wheat, so that he could 
have it all in one place and gather 
his winter supply easily instead of 
wandering over the countryside 
depending on th* accidental boun­ 
ty of N ature. 


Widely Used By Man 
W hat virtues have these cereals 
that they have become the main or 
the sole diet of mankind in so 
many parts of the world? 
To begin with they have plenty 
of protein, and protein is the build­ 
ing block of living structure. Any 
complete food m ust have protein. 
The protein molecule is made up of 
amino-acids. There are many of 
these, but IO have been found to 
be absolutely indispensable. We 
know their names and structures. 
They have never been synthesized 
in any chemical laboratory. We 
m ust depend on N ature for them. 
Nine of them are necessary to 
m aintain life and one, arginine, is 
necessary for growth. 
The proteins of the cereals are 
classified as partially complete. 
They will m aintain life, but not 
growth. 
The gliadin protein of 
w heat is in this class, also the hor­ 
d e d of barley, and the prolamin 
of rye. The zein protein of corn is 
incapable of m aintaining life or 
growth if fed as the sole protein. 
In people who live exclusively on a 
cereal they begin to do so only in 
early adult life. The milk they get 
in infancy and childhood supplies 
the growth factor to sta rt them 
off: after growth is finished they 
can live w ithout it—if their pro­ 
tein contains the other factors. 


Cereal grain* are quite complete 
in other ways as foods. They have 
plenty of starch and some fat to 
supply fuel. They are quite rich 
in minerals. Oats have calcium 
(.08), phosphorus (.365), sulphur 
(.19), and iron (.003). W heat has 
calcium (.05), phosphorus (.10), 
sulphur (.05), and iron (.0009). 
The figures represent basic per­ 
centages. Notice how much richer 
in mineral content oatmeal would 
be than bread. 
As to vitamins, they are al! lack­ 
ing in C. The Orientals must sup­ 
plement their nee diet with fresh 
fruits or greens in order to avoid 
scurvy. But they are strong in B 
vflamin, although it is largely in 
the husk. The widespread occur­ 
rence of the Vitamin B deficiency 
disease, beri-beri, or neuritis in 
Ja v a and Japan, was due to th* 
h a b i t m a n y O r i e n t a l peopl e 
acquired of polishing the rice, 
which resulted in removing the 
shell. The cereals have some G vi­ 
tamin which prevents pellagra, 
almost no A vitamin. 
* 
Oats is a fine breakfast dish be­ 
cause it is the most nutritious of 
all cereals, being peculiarly rich 
in f a t Rolling oats is a very ad­ 
vantageous procedure, because it 
ruptures the cell walls, and flat­ 
tens the grains out so that they ara 
more easily softened by cooking. 
It also alters the fat so that it is 
less likely to become rancid and 
preserves the natural flavor of the 
grain.

this true? Can you get it from 
towels, glasses, etc.? 
Answer: The highest estim ate 
is that there is IO per cent of 
syphilis in the United States. It 
can not be caught from towels, 
glasses, etc., because the virus does 
not live for any length of tim* 
away from human tissue. You can 
catch it only from another person. 


Puzzled: W hat causes Alopecia 
A reata and is there any cure for 
it? I have been told there is no 
cure. 
Answer: Alopecia A reata con­ 
sists of patchy spots of complete 
baldness. The cause is unknown. 
The tendency is for spontaneous 
recovery and no treatm ent is nec­ 
essary.

TURNIP GREENS have all it 
takes to be valuable in health 
diets, therefore are entitled to be 
included in the Victory garden. 
Turnips furnish minerals in gen­ 
erous quantities, and they are an 
excellent source of vitamins A nd 
B2. as well as giving extra divi­ 
dends in vitamins Bl and C. 
Turnips should be sown in the 
Victory garde! 
in early spring 
and again in late summer. They 
do not develop well during the 
heat of summer with the results 
that when grown during that pe­ 
riod the roots are apt to be found 
to be bitter tasting. 
Shogoin turnip, which is Illus­ 
trated in the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph, is a white-fleshed va­ 
riety, used principally for greens. 
The root of this variety is small, 
but the tops are Like mustard 


tops. Seven Top is another variety 
of turnip which is also grown for 
its tops which are used as greena 
Both of these foliage varieties are 
ready to use 30 days after plant­ 
ing 
Purple Top, White Globe and 
the yellow-fleshed Golden Ball are 
goof! fail and winter varieties of 
turnips 
Turnip seeds are very small and 
can easily be smothered out by 
revering with too much soil at 
planting time. They should only bs 
planted one-eighth of an inch 
deep As illustrated in the Garden- 
Graph, thin out young turnip 
plants early, when two or three 
inches in height The small early 
varieties are thinned three to four 
inches apart, while the tall, late 
varieties are thinned four to sue 
inches apart

entanglem ents” that was rem ini­ 
scent of his isolationist writings 
for Flanders Hall, the Nazi-con­ 
trolled publishing house in New 
Jersey which W ashington Merry- 
Go-Round exposes helped to chase 
out of business. However, before 
the bald, portly Illinoisan waa fin­ 
ished. young Representative 
Al­ 
bert Gore of Tennessee and House 
m ajority leader John McCormack 
gave him a workout he hadn’t bar­ 
gained for. 
Replying to Day’s charge that 
President Roosevelt was being In­ 
fluenced by foreign “Isms”
